2. In eny evelustion of the foregoing recommendations, it is
helpful to have seccesa to the exact lLangusge of AFR 9007, which is
the regulation setiing forth criterie for the awsrding of decorations
to members of the Alr Force establisbment. Abstracts from this regu-
lation sre included 28 Tsb & to this paper. It is appropriate to
note here in this context that quite s fev decorations; Distinguished
service Cross, Sllver Star, Brongze Btar, csn only be awarded for con-
splenous behavior agsinet an enemy in vertime., Others: Distinguished
Flying Cross and Adr Medal, must involve actusl participstion in serisl
flight. One, the Soldier's Medal, is avarded only for conspicuous
heroism and risk of life.

3. It is also significent to mention that in the case of the
Legion of Merit, the langusge of the regulation states that: “Swperior
performance of normal dutles will not alone Justify an awexd of this
decoration.” I meke this cbeservation for the purpose of pointing out
that it is my feeling that at the moment we have cnly two officers
1o the alumni ranks vho qualify for thie decoration. There is a econ-
sidersble folklore, some of it containing elementsl fruth, to the
effect that the Leglon of Merit is “the Colomels® good conduet ribbon,”
and that since this is true, it 18 an insult to offer anything less
to & unit commander in the field at the completion of his tour. I
believe we gzhould continue to regmyd the lLegion of Merit ss the highest
award we in CEALICE can offer to anyone in the military, end to base
its award on the highest criteris possible.

ko I understend from Colanel Seary that the mechanism for cbitaining

decorations for cur former military and contract persommel (who heve
returned to the Aly Force) is relatively simple. His office will
prepare a reguest for the specific decoration in each case, to be
asccompanied by a classified eliation which is very brief and nou-
informative. It merely states that the such-and-such medsl iz awsrded
to the individual for conspicucus performance of duties on & classified
misglon during the period from such-s-date to such-a-date. Colonel
Geary then gets Gemeral O'Donnell to eigh off on the proposel, and

the machinery of the Personnel Sarvices Division takes over to see
that the awards are prepared snd distridbuted.
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'+ Io all, forty-three officers were considered, muluﬁins-
whose nape does not sppesr on the llst I have sttached ss Tad 3.
in addition, as we had decided eariier, the four contract pilots separated
Trces CHALICE and now in the Alr Foree ave reccmmended for the Distinguished

Flying Cross. You will recall that this decision was predicated on
such & contrect pilot having performed ome or more penetration over-
flighte of the USER during his tour. As en extension of this primciple,
vwe hed sald that if eny pillot flew over dented territory other then
the USSR, and had never overflowun the Soviet Unlon, we would settle
for an Alr Medal. You will note that nome of the pilots whose lives
were losh in the U-2 gre vecammended for awerds at this time. This
is because atl the time of their desths they were not members of the
militery, and are hence ineligible for these avards. I shodd like
to make a separate proposal to you about possible Agency awerds for

one or two of these vases, in due eourse.

6. If you feel that the recommendations ss set forth herein
are either open to Question or require further discussion, or if there
has been & comspicucus cmission, I would weleome the opportumity to
see you on the matter, Otherwise, your signature on the concurrence
line provided is all that is required to set the vheels in motion.

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a. Distinguighed Serviee Cross

The decoration is svarded to any pevson, who, shile serving in
any cspacity with the Air Force, distingishes himself by extracrdinary
berolem in connection with militery operations egainst an mrmed epemy
of the Unlted Btates. The act of hercism performed must invalve & risk
of life so extrsordinary as to set the person epart from his comrades.

b. Dlstinguished Service Medal

The medal is m&mwmmingmwyeapa&tyﬁth
the Alr Foree who distinguishes himpelf by execeptionally meritorious
service to the Government in a duty of great regpongibility...In peace-
time, 1t is & duty thet invalves the exercise of autthority or Judgrent
in matters of merked national or internationsl significance. Superior

erformmnes of normel duties will not in itself ify an sward of
the medal. Civilians and foreign nsticnals are eligible for the
73 stinguished Bervice Medel only under esceptional circumstances.

Do ;ﬂm of Mexit

The decorstion iz awarded to militery persomnel of the United
States and friendly forsign netions who distinguish themselves by
exceptionally meritorious eomduct in the performance of outstanding
service to the United States. In pescetime, awards to members of
the Alr Foree are geserally limited to recognizing serviees of mavked
bstionsl or international significsnce where the interests of ihe
United States are involved; services which have sided the Untted States
in furthering its nationsl policles; or services vhich heve furtheved
the interesis of the securlity of the United Stetes. Superior performance
of pormal duties will not slone Justify an award of the decoration.

d. Distinguished Flyinz Cross

The decoraiion 1s swarded to any member of the Armed Forges of
the United States or & friendly foreign nation vho, vhile serving
in eny cspacity with the Air Force, distinguishes himself by bhercsinm
or extraoriinary schievement while participeting in eerial flight.
Both heroiem and achlevement must be entirely distinetive, involving
cperetions theat are not routine,

e. Soldier's Medal

The medal is awarded to any person who, while serving in any
capaelty with the Alr Force, distinguishes himeelf by meritorious
achievement while perticipating in eerial £iight. Irmay be evarded
to recognize single scts of merit or sustained operational sotivities
ageinst an ermed enemy of the United States.

B« Comendation Ribbon

The decoration is awerded to members of the Armed Forces of the
United States who, while serving in any cepacity with the Alx Force,
distingulsh themselves by meritorious service or meritorious achieve-
ment. The degree of merit need not be unigue, but it must be distinctive.
Actis of coursge which do not meet the voluntary risk of life reguire-
ments for the Soldier's Medsl may be cansidered for awerd of s Com-
mendation Ritbon.
